Houston's annual report made pub- 
lic today, places an estimate of $9,- 
873,000,000 on the -valae of Ameri- 
can farm crops and animal products 
for last year, a valuation without 
precedent. 
Tnis, however, prabablj 


will be eclipsed by the present 
showing. 


This valuation is an increase 
ot 


about $83,000,000 over the valve ot 
1913, hitherto the hignest \alue re- 
corded. The increase occurred in the 
face of a decline in cotton Irom 125 
cents a pound for the 1913 crop to 
an average of 7 3 cents tor 
1914 


The total value of the 1913 cotton 
crop, 
estimated 
at 
$846,000,000, 


was $283,000,000 more 
than 
the 


1914 crop, although the latter was 
fourteen per cent greater in quanti- 
ty. 


Of the tremendous flood 
of ex- 


ports which began near the end of 
the fiscal year covered by the Sec- 
retary's report, many hundreds of 
millions represent farm products. 


"Between August 1, 
1914, 
and 


February 1, 1915," the report says, 
"exports were $1,157,000,000 and 
imports $771,000,000 giving a favor- 
able balance of $386,000,000 of the 
total value of exports, $662,000,000 
represented agricultural 
and 
only 


$495,000,000 non-agricultural com- 
modities, chiefly manufactures 


"The total agricultural exports in 


the fiscal year ended June 30, 1915, 
practically the first year of the war, 
were $1,470,000,000, which is an in- 
crease of $356,000,000 or 32 
per 


cent over those 
ot 
the preceding 


year and of $433,000,000, or nearlj 
42 per cent over the average of the 
five years 1910-1911."

French were slight, consisting mostly 
of frozen feet, as the soldiers were 
compelled to march through the 
snow. The final positions which the 
allies expect to take up in a few 
days are being prepared. 


The British retirement from the

There was sharp fighting in 


the Strumitsa region but no guns 
were lost. The British burned vil- 
lages as they fell back, and destroy- 
ed the bridges. 


At Saloniki, the harbor is crowd- 


ed with huge transports loaded to 
the gunwales with arriving troops. 
Freighters are disembarking muni- 
tions and stores. On land hospitals 
are being erected to supplement the 
facilities of the hospital ships in ac- 
commodating the wounded brought 
from Gievgeli.
